ty and state could give him, and in 
1889 set out for the jousts of the tour- 
ney. 


"He began his career as a Santa Fe 


train collector and half a dozen cow- 
boys in Xew Mexico and Colorado 
and western Kansas who laughed at 
the little toy collector, as they called 
him, put their faces in court plaster 
and bought new guns.

to Be 
Fate of ;t K;m«a<i Town Intended 


tlie World's Metropolis. 


Up in the northeastern part of the 


state of Kansas was once a famous and 
flourishing town which has entirely 
disappeared, writes W. E. Curtis. Its 
name no longer appears upon even the 
country map ; every vestage of its ex- 
istence has bean effaced, and the soil 
upon which it stood is now planted 
every spring to wheat, corn and pota- 


j toes. 


It was intended to be the world's 


metropolis. 
Many cities have been 


founded with that ambition, but I do 
not know of one that has disappeared 
so completely as this. It was founded 
in 1855 by Xew England colonists and 
was named in honor of Charles Suua- 
ner. 
It was the object of prayer and 


praise in the heart of many a pious 
humanitarian, and churches, Sunday 
schools.sewing societies,literary clubs 


the 1 Dorcas circles and other gatherings in 


civil service elimination, he got a 
place iu the agricultural department 
at Washington as a botanist, and went 
into Dakota and Montana collecting 
grasses for the collection in the gov- 
ernment museum. 


"A year later Funston was assigned 


to the Death Taller expedition which 
was sent to survey that fearful alkali 
waste in southern California, -where 
the temperature ranges above 90 de- 
grees Fahrenheit all the year round. 
It was a fearful trip—a journey across 
the desert of Sahara would have been 
a Sunday school picnic in comparison. 
Every man who went in that expedi- 
tion except Funston is either dead or 
insane. 


One day Funston started across the 


desert 125 miles after the mail. 
He 


got lost, the eauuister of water gave 
out, his horse fell under bim and for 
twenty-four hours he walked without 
food or water with the thermometer 
•egistering 110 and tbe sun bearing 
down upon him. 


"He dared not lie down and rest 


and his mind began to deceive him, 
but he found the road and kept 
straight in spite of the calling voices 
in the air, the booming of imaginary 
cannon and the gurgle of deceitful 
tvater. 


"Two days after-ward he wrote me a 


letter and devoted less than three lines 
to tbe incident, and it was only bv 
prodding and questioning that I ever 
got the truth from him. 


'"After coming back from Death Val- 


ley, Fnnston went to Alaska, still 
working for the government, collect- 
ing botanical specimens. After fifteen 
mouths lie returned home aad equip- 
ped himself for another expedition 
which today is a record breaker for all 
Alaskan travelers. 


In April, 1893, Fnaston left Chil- 


coot inlet, and with a partv of miners 
went over the divide to the head of 
the Yukon river. 
Two Indian guides 


took him down to the month of the 
Porcupine river. 
He tacked his boat, 


the Nancy Hanks, tip the Porcupine 
to Rampart House,an abandoned Hud- 
son Bay company trading post. There 
he and a missionary started to spend : 
the arctic winter. 


The monotony of the thing palled 


on Funston, and with a single Indian 
he started for an evening's walk to the 
Arctic oceaa. Fnnston and tbe Indian 
got lost. One da^ they came across a 
pMtv of Indians going to a whaling 


England sent boxes of clothin 


and food regularly to its residents, if 
there were auy who could not provide 
for themselves. 
At one time there 


was a population of 2500, and they 
were of the best class of citizens. 
Their homes were perhaps superior to 
any others that could be found at that 
time west of the Mississippi river, 
and certainly surpassed any west of 
the Missouri. 


They had a notable coat of arms, 


and its motto was appropriate. 
It 


was, "Pro Lege et Grege7'—"For the 
Law and the People"—and they sent 
over the country innumerable litho- 
graphs to advertise the place, copies 
of which preserve a glimpse of the 
classic architecture and the landscape 
gardening that was the source of so 
much pride.

Great Little Enirine. 


The smallest locomotive ever bnilt, 


which actually runs by its own steam, 
has been constructed by George W. 
Titcomb, station agent for the Boston 
& Maine at the eastern division in 
Saco, Me. It is as perfect as any en- 
gine ever turned out by any locomo- 
tive works in the country. 
An Ohio 


man lays claim to the most dimin- 
utive engine ever built, but he will 
have to take a back seat for Mr. Tit- 
comb. 
His machine is sixty inches 


long, while the one built by the Saco 
railroad man is but twenty-six inches 
in length. 
The tender has a water 


tank that holds about two quarts of 
water. The tool boxes are on the tank, 
and everything is made exactly the 
same as if the engine weighed many 
tons instead of less than thirty pounds. 
Mr. Titcomb has been about a year in 
constructing the pigmy locomotive.—

An ingenious Frenchman has in- 


vented a fishing gnu with which he 
expects to revolutionize this ancient 
sport. The device combines at the 
same time the pleasure and excitement 
of shooting and angling, so the inven- 
tor says.

stated in a bulletin recently issued by 
the United States Commissioner of 
Pish and Fisheries. In Maryland the 
Industry gives employment to 42,812 
persons, exclusive of those engaged in 
canneries, packing houses, transporta- 
tion, boat building, making nets, and 
other Implements. The total amount 
Invested in property used in taking fish 
and oysters in Maryland waters is $5,- 
821,610. Virginia employs 28,216 per- 
sons ar>d has $2,891,536 invested in the 
business. The value of the product in 
Maryland in 1897, including 7,254,934 
bushels of oysters, was $3,617,308, and 
In Virginia $3,167,866. In Maryland 
17,139,459 pounds of alewives were 
caught, 1,321,250 pounds of perch, 5,- 
799,563 pounds of shad, and 9,500,000 
pounds of crabs. The largest item in 
the Virginia catch was 178,656.362 
pounds of menhaden. The Delaware 
and Pennsylvania fisheries are natu- 
rally smaller in extent, but the invest- 
ments of the latter amount to $l,u3l,- 
528. and of the former 5407.469.

stretched hands, to represent the rip- 
pling of the water, the smallest waves 
being represented by children. 


As they move about, now sinuously, 


now leaping and tossing their heads, 
the soft white masi, or native cloth, 
which is worn as a turban, for greater 
effect, with long streamers, lends itsell 
readily to the effect desired. The same 
material is also wound about the waist 
and extends in long, scarfiike ends 
which float away and flutter in the 
breeze. The whole effect of the dance 
is a. most artistic and picturesque, and 
the native orchestra plays an accom- 
paniment that is an imitation of the 
moan and roar of the surf breaking 
on the reef. 


There is a gradual quickening of the 


movement, now advancing, now re- 
treating, yet like waves, always pro- 
gressing, and gradually closing in on 
every side of the imaginary coral reef, 
lound which they move quietly like 
some rolling wave, or by spring high 
in air represent the breakers flinging 
their arms far above their heads to 
represent the action of spray.

Way to Flenre Speed. 


A simple way to calculate the speed 


of a bicycle by the rider is to 'multiply 
the gear by 10 and divide by 56. The 
result may be called seconds for this 
particular purpose. The number ol 
complete revolutions made by either 
pedal in the given number of seconds 
corresponds exactly to the rate of miles 
per hour. For instance, if the gear be 
84, multiplied by 10 and divided by 56, 
the result is 15. If the 
pedal goes 


around 20 times in 15 seconds the rider 
knows that he is going at the rate of 
20 miles per hour. If the gear be 67.2 
the result of the calculation is 12 sec- 
onds, and the rider would have to push 
his pedal around 20 times in 12 seconds 
to equal the speed made by the man 
on the higher gear by 20 revolutions in 
15 seconds. To divide the gear by 5^ 
gives nearly the same result as multi- 
plying by 10 and dividing bv 5S, but Is 
net Quite so accurate.
